Simply by making the 
people of Georgia, and other states, who 
bought beef, pay the freight on foodstuffs 
and drinking water, and by fixing the price 
of the beef, that was sold and eaten, high 
enough to cover both it and that which 
perished on the sultry plains. 

In the matter of cattle-raising, Georgia 
has, to some extent, had her day all along— 
if she had only realized it. The present 
time, in view of the developments and limi- 
tations in the west, as indicated b 
Hillyer, is distinctly Georgia’s day, and the 
day for the whole of our southeastern sec- 
tion to give more attention to the cattle 
industry. 

Georgia has the climate. Cattle 
graze here eight or nine months in the 
year. Georgia has the cotton, the seeds 
and hulls of which are unsurpassed for pro- 
ducing milk and butter. reorgia has the 
corn and other grain which are flesh-pro- 
ducers. With a silo the Georgia farmer can 
winter his cattle on practically what would 
otherwise go to waste. 

As Mr. Hillyer points out, Georgia has 
the climate, the soil, the water—everything 
that is needed for cattle-raising, except de- 
termination on the part of many of the 
farmers to “start something” besides cot- 
ton. “King Cotton” sounds pretty. In fact, 
in many instances, it has become a cruel 
tyrant before whom some of the best blood 
of the south kneels in abject slavery. 

One farmer says, “I would be willing to 
engage in cattle-raising if I could have a 
herd of twelve hundred.” That same man 
does not decline to raise three or four bales 
of cotton because he can't raise three 
thousand.

WAS WHITTIER 


IMPOSED UPON? 


No American poem of incident has caused 
more discussion than Whittier’s “Barbara 
Frietchie.” After the years of investigation 
it has now come pretty generally to be be- 
lieved that while there is no foundation for 
the story aS related and embellished by the 
poet, yet Whittier was no doubt sincere in 
his belief in the incident when he penned 
his verses. Some years ago, shortly before 
the poet’s death, a writer in “The Century 
Magazine,” in discussing the poem, made 
the remark that “the story will perhaps 
live, as Mr. Whittier has boasted, until it 
gets beyond the reach of correction.” To 
this Mr. Whittier replied in a note to the 
editor of the magazine: 

“Those who know me will bear witness 
that I am not in the habit of boasting of 
anything whatever, least of all of congratu- 
lating myself upon a doubtful statement out- 
the possibility of correction. I cer- 
tainly made no ‘boast’ of the kind imputed 
to me. The poem of ‘Barbara Fritchie’ was 
written in good faith. The story was no in- 
vention of mine. It came to me from sources 
which I regarded as entirely reliable. 

“The incident of Barbara Frietchie and 
flag was published in newspapers and 
Zained public credence in Washington 
Maryland before my poem was writ- 
I had no reason to doubt its accuracy 
then, and I am still constrained to believe 
that it had foundation in fact.

impeachment at its extraordinary ses- 
sion. 
Sulzer May Use Troops. 

Some asserted that the governor 
would go so far as to summon mill- 
tary protection if necessary to pre- 
vent the lieutenant governor from 
occupying the executive chamber. 

Judge D. Cady Herrick, who will 
act as chief counsel for the governor 
at his trial, said tonight that “talk of 
resort to force is the merest rot.” 

“He will meet the charges against 
him in an orderly and dignified way,” 
said Judge Herrick, “and will do 
nothing unbecoming the dignity of 
the state. He will engage in no 
physical scramble to assert his rights 
discharge the.functions of the 
office of governor.” 

The governor ‘himself was silent. 
When at 6 o'clock tonight he left his 
office in the capitol, where he had 
been closeted the entire day, he was 
asked if he expected to return tomor- 
row.

Clash Coming Today. 

So far as could be learned no at- 
tempt was made by Lieutenant Gov- 
ernor Glynn in any way to exercise 
the functions of chief executive to- 
day, but there was every indication 
that there would be a clash of au- 
thority when both men appear at the 
capitol. 

The lieutenant governor would not 
indicate tonight what action he pro- 
posed to take except to say that there 
would be “no circus or military ma- 
neuvers about occupying the ex- 
ecutive chamber; the law is su- 
preme.” 

The inaction of Lieutenant Gover- 
nor Glynn in the matter was tin the 
face of arguments given expression 
both.in the senate and in the as- 
sembly today that at the moment the 
articles of impeachment’ were pre- 
sente dto the senate Governor Sulzer 
automatically ceased to be the chief 
executive. 

This contention was based on an ar- 
ticle in the constitution which says 
that “in case of impeachment of the 
governor the powers and duties 
of the office shal] devolve upon the 
lieutenant governor.” 

Hold Sulzer Ineligible. 

It was held by the majority leaders 
that the word “impeachment” cor- 
responded with the word “indict- 
ment” in a criminal trial and that, 
therefore, in the meaning of the con- 
stitution the governor already stood 
impeached even though not yet con- 
victed, and was, therefore, not now 
eligible to hold his office. 

These arguments were placed before 
the lieutenant governor by the demop- 
cratic leaders early in the afternoon, 
but, nevertheless, Governor Sulzer was 
not molested. A few minutes after the 
governor left his office, Patrick E. Mce- 
Cabe, clerk of the senate, appeared at 
the executive chamber with a copy of 
the articles of impeachment and a

summons and complaint which he in- 
tended to serve upon the governor. 

When informed by the governor's 
secretary that he had missed the gov- 
ernor by scarcely a minute, McCabe 
asked for an appointment tomorrow. 
Platt replied that the governor would 
be at the executive chamber at i! 
o’clock tomorrow morning and that he 
would “try to arrange matters for that 
time.” 

To ReSort to the Courts. 

It seemed practically certain tonight 
that the governor and the NMeutenant 
governor would both resort to legal 
tests of their respective claims in the 
courts, which in the history of New 
York state never have been cabled 
upon for an opinion which would act 
as @ precedent. Rumors of what form 
those tests would take offered such a 
wide choice that for lack of author!i- 
tative statement no one cares tonight 
to venture more than a guess. 

Upon leaving the executive chamber 
the governor went for a short auto- 
mobile ride and then returned to the 
executive mansion, where he was in 
consultation until a late hour with his 
advisers. 

Besides D. Cady Herrick, tt was an- 
nourced that his attorneys at the trial 
would be Irving G. Vann, of Svracuse: 
Louis Marshall and Austen G. Fox, of 
New York; Harvey D. Hinman, ox 
Binghamton; Virgil Kellogg, of Wa- 
tertown, and Judge James Gay Gor- 
don, of Philadelphia. All seven § are 
expected to confer here tomorrow re- 
garding preparations of the governor's 
defense, Judge Herrick and Mr. Mar- 
Shall were among those at the home 
of the governor tonight, where the 
lights burned late. 

Mrs. Sulzer May Make Statement. 

Reports that Mrs. Sulzer would give 
out a statement setting forth the de- 
tails of her alleged use of Governor 
Sulzers campaign checks for stock 
speculation, unknown to the governor, 
did not materialize today. Friends tin- 
timated that in view of the fact that 
Mrs. Sulzer probably will be called ag 
a witness for the defense at the trial 
what she may have to say will be re- 
served until she takes ,the witness 
stand. 

It was sald her testimony will go 
far toward clearing the governor of 
the charges of misuse of campaign 
funds for stock speculation. Mrs. Sul- 
zer was in the care of physicians to- 
night and was said to be in a complete 
state of collapse from the strain to 
which she thas been subjected. 

Mrs. Sulzer’s condition became so se- 
rious tonight that Governor Sulzer 
wired to New York for a specialist 
on nervous diseases. The governor 
then told his advisers, it was said by 
thase who claimed to have knowledge 
of what transpired at the night con- 
ference, that under no circumstances 
would he allow Mrs. Sulzer to testify 
at the trial. It was said, on the other 
hand, that Mrs. Sulzer insisted, hvys- 
terically, that she be allowed to tes- 
tify in her husband’s behalf. 

Mrs. Sulzer a Fighter. 

Mrs. Sulzer, who was Miss Clara Ro- 
delheim of Philadelphia, married Sul- 
zer, then a congressman, on July 7, 
1908. They have no children. She 
has been vitally interested in politics 
and has accompanied him on his cam- 
paigns. She is a determined, resolute 
woman, and has often lauded: her hus- 
band as a fighter. 

“He’s ready to fight at the drop of 
the hat,” she was quoted as saying not 
long ago, “and he'll drop the hat. him- 
self. As long as he fights,” she added. 
“I'll fight, too—and then some.” 

Mrs. Sulzer must take ihe witness 
stand in her husband's behalf before 
the court of impeachment, tell her 
Story in detall and submit to exam- 
ination by hostile lawyers or take the 
hazard that the impeachers will prove 
their case, the governor's friends he- 
lieve. Either her reputation or her 
husband's, these friends fear, must suf- 
fer. They say she will take the stand 
if she has no other choice. They add 
that she besought the governor a week 
ago to permit her to tell her story 
the public. 

Sulzer to Keep Silent. 

Silence will be the policy of the 
governor until he appears at the bar 
of the court of impeachment. 

“Counsel for Governor Sulzer,” said 
Judge Herrick tonight, “have no de- 
sire to be interviewed or try his case 
in the newspapers, or to make state- 
ments in his behalf. They have ad- 
vised the governor to refrain from 
making any statement at present, like- 
wise his wife. We have engaged in 
his defense not for William Sulzer, 
but as a professional duty to the gzovV- 
ernor of the staté and to preserve, so 
far as it can now be ‘preserved, the 
good name and fame of the state. 

“After an examination of Mr. Sulzer 
in relation to the transactions dis- 
closed by the Frawley committee, we 
are satisfied that there has been only 
a partial revelation of the facts so 
far as we are satisfied. that he has 
been guilty of no willful wrongdoing. 
We ask the public in his behalf for

The Vote to Impeach. 
vote to impeach the governor 
Was passed in the assembly , shortiy 
after & o'clock this morning, after an 
all-night session, by a vote of 79 to 
45. A committee of nine managers, 
headed by Assemblyman Levy, major- 
ity leader, then was appointed to pre- 
sent. the articles of impeachment to 
the senate. The senate met at 8 o'clock 
and fifteen minutes later the house 
committee of managers was solemnly 
ushered into the senate chamber, where 
Assemblyman Levy read the eight long 
articles of impeachment. 

Senator Wagner, president pro tem. 
of the senate, then declared the ,arti- 
cles of impeachment “hereby receiv- 
ed’”’ and announced that he would sum- 
mon the court of impeachment “to 
meet at the capitol on the elghteenth 
day of September, 1913, at the hour 
of roon.” 

While the court was thus summoned 
to meet on this date it was said by 
a member of the assembly committee 
of managers tonight that the actual 
trial of the governor would probably 
not begin until a few days later, as 
it would be necessary to formulate 
rules of procedure and arrange other 
details. 


The 


Not Entitled to Office. 

Klon Brown, republican lead- 
er. then raised the question that the 
governor no longer entitded to re- 
main in office. 

“For hundreds of years,” he said, 
“the meaning cf impeachment has been 
well settled and understood. Impeach- 
ment consists in the action taken by 
the assembly, together with a presen- 
tation of the charges or articles of im- 
peachment to the senate. 

“Tt is now reported about the capitol 
that the governor will refuse to recog- 
nize that the provisions ef the consti- 
tion suspend his power as gov- 
ernor and that the powers and duties 
of governor now vest in the lieutenant 
governor.

New York, August 13.—The cotton 
market was nervous and unsettled to- 
day, aS a result of confusing weather

on August, but generally one to four 
points lower in consequence and active 
positions sold four or five points under 
the closing figures of last night during 
the early trading. The official forecast, 
however, was for continued fair weath- 
er west of the river, and a feeling that 
the private reports of rain did not 
flect any actual breaking of 
drouth, caused a geod deal of realizing 
by recent sellers. 

This demand proved sufficient to ab- 
sorb offerings, and prices gradually 
steadied up until the market was three 
(yr four points above the closing figures 
of yesterday during the early after- 
noon. 

The official detailed weather reports 
from Houston and Oklahoma Aistricts, 
showing showers at only a few points, 
contributed to this improvement, but 
the market turned easier again during 
the afternoon, under favorable foreign 
trade advices and private reports that 
there were good rains this afternoon 
at Victoria, Texas. 

Some of the leading spot houses ap- 
peared to be moderate sellers here dur- 
ing the day and report sof an easier 
spot basis in Texas probably helped te 
restrict buying for long accounts.
